Stockholders Robbed of $90,000,000. 

Hampered by unwilling witnesses, 
by burned books and by all the mazes 
which lawyers invented to cover the 
trail, the commission estimated that, 
in the progress toward monopoliza- 
tion of New England transportation, 
the New Haven stockholders have lost 
between $65,900,000 and $90,000,000, but 
little of which they may recover. [n 
return, the report said, they have on 
their hands properties which pay no 
dividends, which eat into the earnings 
of the parent road and which will be 
a burden on its capacity for many 
years to come. 

Of the present directing head, Chair- 
man Howard Elliott and Walker D. 
Hines, special counsel, the report says: 
“They have co-operated with the com- 
mission and rendered it substantial as- 
Kistance throughout this investiga- 
tion.” 

The New Haven combination, reared 
by Charles S. Mellen and approved by 
the late J. Pierpont Morgan and Wil- 
liam Rockefeller, the commission finds 
to be clearly in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act and a monopoly in 
practical control] of the transportation 
of five states. 

Directors Are Scored. 

The commission’s report is unusual 
as regards the manner in which the 
directors of the New Haven are scored. 
It speaks of criminal maladministra- 
tion and negligence, asserts with posi- 
tiveness that the directors knew they 
were perfecting an illegal combination 
and says that the dream of a trans- 
portation monopoly was unsound and 
mischievous. 

The New Haven, 
says, employed 


the commission 
dummy directors, 
manipulated accounts, used question- 
able methods in increasing its own 
stock, paid _the dividends of subsidi- 
aries to make a showing, and used 
many other devices to deceive stock- 
holders and the public. It dipped into 
politics, was a factor in “invisible gov- 
ernment,’ made large campaign con- 
tributions to the two dominant politi- 
cal parties, bought officials and tried 
to distort public opinion. All this it 
did, the commission says, “‘to carry out 
a scheme of private transportation 
monopoly imperial in its scope.’’ 

“If these directors who were faith- 


less to their stewardship were held 


responsible in the courts and at the 
bar of public opinion for their failure 
to do those things they should have 
done, the lessons to directors who do 
not direct would be very salutary,” 
gays the report. “Most of the direct- 
ors of the New Haven accepted their 
responsibility lightly. They failed to 
realize that their names gave confi- 
dence to the public and that their con- 
nection with the corporation led the 
public to invest. 
Guilty of Breach of Trust. 

“When these directors were necgli- 
gent and serious losses result there- 
from they were guilty of a grave der- 
eliction of duty and a breach of trust 
that was morally wrong and criminal 
in its fruits. 

“Directors should be made indivia- 
ually liable to civil and criminal laws 
for the manner in which they dis- 
charge their trust. A corporation can 
be no better nor worse than those who 
operate it. t should be just as grave 
a crime to plunder stockholders or the 
public through a railroad corporation 
as it is personally to rob an individ- 
ual.” 

Of all the millfons-lost to New Ha- 
ven stockholders the commission esti- 
mates that possibly %$8,00,000 may be 
recovered by proper action. Evidence 
in its possession tending to show vi- 
Olations of the laws of New York, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island has 
been turned over to the proper execu- 
tives in those states. The department 
of justice has been furnished with a 
complete record of the testimony se- 
cured by the commission, but there is 
no federal statute under which the 
government can aid the stockholders 
in recovering any of their losses. A 
suggestion is made that any expendi- 
tures in violation of the anti-trust 
were beyond the powers of the direc- 
tors and raises the question of wheth- 
er the directors may not be held per-

A strong fight was made Monday 
afternoon before the hotse commit- 
tee on the deaf and dumb school to 
remove the school from Cave Springs 
to Macon. The committee, after hear- 
ing a number of speeches, both for and 
against the removal of the school, de- 
cided to appoint a subcommittee to 
draw up a bill authorizing the gover- 
nor to make a normal school out of the 
present deaf and dumb school at Cave 
Springs, and to build a new deaf and 
dumb school in Macon. There will 
probably be another fight when the 
committee takes final action on the 
two bills. 

Dr. William Bradford, of Cedartown, 
one of the trustees of the deaf and 
dumb school, advocated either the re- 
moval of the school to a more central 
location in vse state or the creation of 
a branch school. He pointed out that 
Cave Springs was too far removed 
from the center of the state to be ac- 
cessible to all the deaf-mutes who 
wanted to attend the school. 

Only 118 in School. 

Oo. P. Willingham, a business man 
of Macon, addressed the committee. He 
said that there were now only 118 
children in the school when there were 
four or five hundred in the state who 
were anxious to attend the school, but 


could not do so because Cave Springs 
was too far away. 

“A woOrking man of Macon,” stated 
Mr. Willingham, “T. W. Billings, a 
printer, has donated 25 acres of land in 
the suburbs of Macon because the cry 
of the little deaf-mutes had touched 
his heart.” 

E. H. Hyman, secretary of the Ma- 
con Chamber of Commerce, made a 
talk and gave some facts and figures 
to show why Macon should have the 
school. . , 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, told the com- 
mittee that he could see no reason why 
the school should be moved from Cave 
Springs. He said that the school was 
now identified with that section of the 
state and was well managed.

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700 MARINES READY 
10 LAND IN HAIT 
AND SAN DOMINGO 


United States Is Preparing 
to Deal With Any Emer- 
gency That May Be Caused 
by Revolution. 


LIFE AND PROPERTY 
REPORTED IN PERIL 


The Marines Will Be As- 
sembled at Guantanamo, 
Which Is Near the 
turbed Island. 


Washington, July 14.—Seven hun- 
dred marines today were ordered as- 
sembled at Guantanamo, Cuba, to be 
held in readiness for service in revolu- 
tion-torn Haiti and San Domingo. 

The navy department acted at the 
request of Secretary Bryan, who asked 
that the fleet be prepared to deal with 
any emergency that might arise on the 
turbulent little island. The marines 
will be gathered from those new on 
duty in Mexican waters, and from the 
marine barracks in Philadelphia and 
Norfolk. 

At Guantanamo the force will be 
only a day’s sail from the north coast 
of Haiti and San Domingo, and their 


| proximity is expected to impress upon 


the revolutionary leaders the deter- 
mination of the American government 
to terminate their activities by forcible 
means unless they listen to the warn- 
ings already given. 

Situation Almost Hopeless. 

The situation in San Domingo has 
come to be regarded as almost hope- 
less of a cure from within, while in 
Haiti conditions are little better. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt announc- 
ed today’s action in the following 
statem: mnt: 

“Num.trous appeals from time to 
time have been made for the protec- 
tion of American life and property on 
the Island of Haiti, which has been 
jeopardized by various bands of revo- 
lutionists operating both in Haiti and 
San Domingo. Dispatches from there 
indicating that these conditions. will 
probably continue for some time, it has 
been decided to place a small force of 
marines where they will be available 
in case any emergency 
which would make it advisable for 
them to be on hand for the protection 
of life and property. 

Marines Taken from Vera Cruz. 

“The acting secretary of the navy at 
the request of the state department, 
has accordingly directed that the 
United States ship Hancock proceed 
from Vera Cruz to Guantanamo and 
there land about 2395 marines, 110 of 
them having been taken from Vera 
Cruz and 185 from a special service 
squadron in Mexican waters, mainly 
from the New York and Texas. 

“After landing the marines, the Han- 
cock will proceed to Hampton Roads 
to take aboard there 400 additional 
marines and. return with them to 
Guantanamo. 

“In addition to the above, the gun- 
boat Sacramento has been ordered 
from Puerto Mexico to Guantanamo. 
This action is taken merely as a pre- 
caution and it is hoped that no condi- 
tions will arise that will require serv- 
ices of this force.”’ 

The navy already has in Haitien and 
Dominican waters the battleships Con- 
necticut and South Carolina and the 
cruisers Marietta, Castine and Machias. 


NO DEMOCRAT NAMED 
FOR AKERMAN’S PLACE 


Senator West Is Urging Action 
by the Department of 
Justice.

Washington, July 13.—(Special.)— 
Both Senator West and Senator Hoke 
Smith made ineffectual efforts today 
to see Attorney General McReynolds 
in regard to the position of United 
States district attorney for the south- 
ern fistrict of Georgia. Senator West 
is urging the department of justice to 
fill the vacancy with a democrat, call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
present democratic administration has 
been in power sixteen months and yet 
that these important federal positions 
are unfilled. 

Either Roscoe Luke, of Thomasville; 
John S. Adams, of Dublin, or J. R. L, 
Smith, of Macon, will be acceptable to 
Senator West if the four men he first 
named are turned down. 

It was sald at the department today 
that one of the nominees of Senator 
West received an adverse report be- 
cause the department investigator 
found he did not pay his debts 
promptly. 

After having exhausted every means 
‘in his power to fill this vacancy, Sena- 
tor West wishes to end the uncertain- 
ty and is now calling upon the attorney 
general to show his hand. He will 
wage a bitter fight in the senate to 
prevent confirmation if any man not 
acceptable to him is nominated. 

The attitude of Senator Smith in re- 
gard to the position remains un- 
changed. He is apparently taking no 
part in the controversy, though being 
urged by the backers of B. L. Berner, 
of Macon, to do so. As this is the only 
big place Senator West will have to fill 
during his term, he is making a hard 
fight for what he believes his rights.

BLOW DIRECTED 
AT JUDGE SPEER 


Measure for New Judge in 
Speer’s Jurisdiction—The 
Proposed Action Second 
Only to Impeachment.

Washington, July 13.—(Special.)— 
Having decided that there was not suf- 
ficient evidence to convict Judge Em- 
ory Speer before the bar of the senate 
of high crimes and misdemeanors, and 
so reporting to the full judiciary com- 
mittee of the house, Representative Ed- 
win Y. Webb followed up the excoria- 
tion of Judge Speer, administered in 
that report, with a bill today for a 
new judge in that jurisdiction. 

Mr. Webb was chairman of the sub- 
mittee that investigated the charges 
against Judge Speer and is now vthair- 
man of the house judiciary committee. 
The bill provides for the appointment 
of an additional district judge only 
during the official life of Judge Speer. 
When he ceases to be a judge, the sec- 
ond district judge will be his sole suc- 
cessor. There is no doubt that the 
judiciary committee will approve the 
measure and the Georgia delegation 
believe that the bill will pass the 
house. It will be a blow second only 
to impeachment. 

The measure provides that the addi- 
tional district Judge shall possess the 
same qualifications, have the same 
power and jurisdiction and receive the 
same salary ag the present judge, and 
that “whenever a vacancy shall oc- 
cur in the office of the district judge 
for the southern district of Georgia, 
senior in commission, such vacancy 
shall be filled and thereafter there 
shall be but one district judge in the 
district.” 

It is entirely competent for congress 
to take this action, and it has been 
done in a Pennsylvania district owing 
to the physical disability of a judge, 
but never before has it been done in 
the case of a judge in possession of his 
faculties. 

Judge Speer is directed under the 
bill to divide the business of the dis- 
trict with his associate.

Carranza promised if the Huerta 
forces surrendered unconditionally that 
he would give ample guarantees for 
the protection of life and property. 

Carranza Friend to United States. 

Officials here were greatly pleased 
at Carranza’s friendliness toward the 
United States. They indicated that 
while the American government would 
have preferred to see peace conferences 
no step would be taken by the United 
States to interfere with the revolution. 
The constitutionalists have been in- 
formed, however, that they will not be 
accorded recognition if excesses are 
committed on their entry into Mexico 
City. 

Local constitutionalists said the 
precedent of 1860 might be followed, 
when Miramon, who had overthrowr. 
Benito Juarez, legally elected president, 
was crushed by the revolutionists, who 
also called themselves “constitution- 
alists.”’ Miramon abdicated, leaving 
executive authority in the hands of the 
“ayuntamiento” or city council. That 
Huerta or Carbajal should retire leav- 
ing the police power over the City of 
Mexico in the hands of the counci! 
until General Carranza could reach the 
capital, is the suggestion of Calderon 
and other constitutionalist representa- 
tives.

RECOGNITION IS BARRED 
TO ALL HUERTA ACTS 


Saltillo, Mexico, July 13.—Uncondition- 
al surrender is the only condition on 
which General Carranza will treat with 
President Huerta and his party. This 
was emphasized today by men high in 
the constitutionalist council, in con- 
nection with the reported = intention 
of Huerta to resign in favor of Fran- 
cisco Carbajal, recently named as min- 
ister of foreign affairs, and ina state- 
ment purporting to represent the views 
of General Carranza, Isidro Fabela, 
constitutionalist minister of foreign af- 
fdinrs, declares that the constitutional- 
ists never could agree to the plan of 
the mediators for a provisional presi- 
dency in Mexico. Such an agreement, 
it was asserted, would mean the rec- 
ognition of Huerta’s acts and would 
prevent the carrying out of certain 
reforms to which the constitutionalists 
are pledged. 

The acceptance of a provisional pres- 
idency under suggested’ conditions, 
Fabela declares in the statement, 
would leave the federal army armed 
and unpunished, which would be a 
menace and might lead to the rtnewal 
of hostilities. 

“It would not be just nor convenient 
for national interests that all the ruin- 
ous contracts, concessions and illegal 
acts that Huerta and his accomplices 
have carried out to their own profit, 
but to the prejudice of the nation, be 
recognized,” the statement continues. 

Reforms Proposed by Carranza. 

“Venustiano Carranza desires to 
make certain urgent reforms, includ- 
ing the abolition of cOMpany commis-

GZAR'S MYSTIC MONK 


STABBED BY A WOMAN 


Woman Says She Wanted to 
Avenge One of the Monk’s 
Girl Victims. 


St. Petersburg, July 13.—The mystic 
lay monk, Gregory Rasputin, a notable 
figure in the emperor's court, was stab- 
bed recently by a woman named Guse- 
va, at his native village Pekrovsky in 
the province of Tobolisk, Siberia. One 
report has it that he died, another that 
his wound was not mortal. 

The attack upon Rasputin has ex- 
cited intense interest in court and of- 
ficial circles here. He reeently was re- 
called to the emperor’s household aft- 
er an absence of several months, and 
was credited with exercising an in- 
fluence over the emperor far more po- 
tent than any of his ministers. He was 
regarded in some quarters as the su- 
preme power behind the throne. 

The woman Guseva had been track- 
ing him for a long time. She finally ap- 
proached him in the guise of a beggar 
and stabbed him in the abdomen with 
a dirk. She was prevented from stab- 
bing the monk a second time, as he lay 
on the ground, by Rasputin’s son.

Honesty Must Be Insured. 


“The insuring of honesty through 
the management of the great railroads 
of the country is a most important 
question before the people today.” says 
the report in conclusion, “and only 

when through exposure of wrongdo- 
aa and awakened public conscience, 
coupled with effective laws that results 
are produced may railroading be placed 
on the high level that it should occupy. 
The revelations in this record make ¢ 
essential for the welfare of the nation 
that the reckless and profligate finan- 
ciering which has blighted this rail- 
road system be ended, and until this is 
fully done there will be no assurance 
that the story of the New Haven will 
not be told again with the stockhold- 
ers of some other railroad system as 
the victims.” 

Evidence that agents of the commis- 
sion did not have an easy time secur- 
ing information it desired was contain- 
ed in an appendix filed with the report. 
On July 9, D. E. Brown, accountant of 
the commission, wrote to Commissioner 
McChord who has directed the investi- 
gation, that his efforts to get at facts 
about the New Haven had not been 
met in a friendly spirit by J. P. Mor- 
gan and company. Brown wrote that 
full. access to the Morgan records had 
not been granted him as had been 
promised, said he was unable to say 
whether he had been allowed to inspect 
Haven transactions on their 
books and was given only such Ccor- 
respondence as the firm submitted.

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SOCIETY IS CONDEMNED 
BY DR. J, CHESTON KING 


Atlanta Alienist Says Society 
Does Little to Prevent 
Mental Diseases. 


Chicago, July 13.—“Prison populations 
are composed of individuals who fall 
below the average physical and mental 
standards,” declared Dr. Paul E. Bow- 
ers, Physician to the Indiana state pris- 
on, today at the convention here of 
alienists and neurologists. Several 
hundred specialists from all parts of 
the United States attended the sessions 
which will continue through Friday. 

“Twenty-five per cent of habitual 
criminals are feeble-minded,” said Dr. 
Bowers. “The feeble-minded, however, 
are not inherently criminal, except as 
they are easy victims of environment. 

“Alcoholism,” Dr. Bowers said, “most 
frequently plays the part of contribut- 
ing factor and not the immediate cause 
of crime.” 

Dr. W. S. Lindsey, of "Topeka, Kans., 
declared sterilization of male and fe- 
male incurable defectives was the only 
logical step and the medical profes- 
sion had not lost hope that such a law 
might be so safeguarded as to bDbe- 
come operative. 

Speaking to the theme, “Society 
Largely Responsible for the Most Po- 
tent Factor of Nervous and Mental Dis- 
eases,’ Dr. J. Cheston King, of Atlanta, 
declared society does little to aid hu- 
manity to reveal the “inherent ideal of 
divinity” within each man. “Instead,” 
he said, ‘“‘we see society encouraging 
imprudent speculation, intemperance 
and vice, augmenting the desire to gain 
wealth. by speculation rather than by 
honest labor, converting our youths 
into vagabonds, filling our prisons and 
penitentiaries with defaulters, forgers, 
bank robbers, thieves and murderers. 

“Preventive medicine,” said Dr. King 
should be the watchword of the medical 
profession and society should rally to 
the slogan, ‘social hygiene.’ 

“Educational institutions,” he assert- 
‘must conform their standards to 
the demands of public health, teaching 
the youth that the stronger race must 
protect the weaker; that the white race 
will always be the dominant factor of 
civilization and that no greater crime 
could be perpetuated than the amalga 
mation and mongrelization of a superior 
race with an inferior, or the political 
subjection of the former to the latter.’

Declared That Engineers and 
Firemen on 98 Roads Have 


Voted to Quit. 


hicago, July 13.—The result of a 
vite on locomotive engineers and fire- 
men on ninety-eight railroads west of 
Chicago, to determine whether they 
will strike to enforce their demands 
for a wage increase, will be made 
known tomorrow at a meeting between 
the general managers’ committee of 
the railroads and representatives of 
the men. It was confidentally asserted 
by railroad men that the employees 
had voted to sustain their represent- 
atives to the extent of a strike, if nec- 
essary. 

Warren S. Stone, grand chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
and W. S&S. Carter, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, who have appeared for 
the employees, are in hopes that the 
result of the vote will induce the gen- 
eral managers’ committee to reconsider 
its refusal of the demands and reopen 
negotiations with the men. 

Should this hope prove 
it was said the government 
asked to mediate under the 
act before a strike is ordered. 

Negotiations were suspended June 1 
by the railroads after many weeks 
of almost daily meetings. They an- 
nounced that the requests of the men 
would increase the payrolls of the 
roads more than $33,000,000 annually, 
and were unreasonable.

JUSTICE LURTON.

Drastic Regulations 
Damage Beef Markets 
Without Hurting Ticks 


Editor Constitution: I have read the let- 
ter “written by Mr. A. l. Suttles and pub- 
lished in The Constitution of July 11 and the 
reply of Dr. P. F. Bahnsen as published in 


this Miorning’s issue. 
I note that Dr. Bahnsen asserts that there 


is not one word of truth contained in the } 


Suttles letter and charges that both Mr. 
Suttles and myself have always been and 
are now antagonistic to the work of tick 
eradication and states that “Every act of 
theirs in the past will prove this statement. 

It is useless for me to make any denial 
through the public press of any such charge. 
1 was fighting the cattle tick before Dr. 
Bahnsen’s name was ever attached to a 
Georgia cattle tick and The Constitution 
has co-operated with me for many years. 

I believe’ in fighting the cattle tick on 
the farm, where the cattle are bred and 
grown. I further believe in the regulations 
of the United States government, which pro- 
hibits cattle being shipped from the in- 
fested territory out on the farm for stock 
purposes, until such cattle are dipped and 
made free of ticks, but allows them to be 
shipped into market centers when intended 
for immediate slaughter. I disapprove of 
Dr. Bahnsen’s plan of having paid inspec- 
tors stationed in the stock yards of our cat- 
tle markets for the purpose of holding in 
quarantine seven days any cattle 
in the market with ticks on them, 
such cattle were shipped for no other 
pose than for immediate slaughter. 

Dr. Bahnsen says in his letter: “The gov- 
ernment regulations permitting the move- 
ment interstate of tick infested cattle, pro- 
viding they are moved under certain speci- 
fied restrictions, dates back to the time 
when little was known in regard to tlick- 
infestation and when no practical method of 
the disinfecting of cattle was available.’ In 
regard to which | would like to say that the 
government considers that rule a good one, 
and through all the years since 1884 has 
recognized the fairness of that same rule, 
and we are not asking for anything more 
nor less. The government certainly Knows 
there is no sense in holding up cattle after 
they get to the stock yards, if intended only 
for slaughter. It is not necessary to ruin 
our cattle market in order to carry on the 
work of tick eradication. Why not let the 
cattle come here for immediate, slaughter 
as well as g0 the markets of other 
states’?

You people 
are on the spot and know how to arrange 
the tick proposition and I don't, so please 
advise me what you can do.

those “overworked” congressmen, toiling in 
the hot city of Washington, tired out with 
their many months of hard work, while this 
country is full of business men and work- 
ing men who are also working hard six days 
a week in equally hot cities, and making no 
complaint about it. If these men shirked 
their work, as most of the congressmen do, 
the business of the country would come to 
a standstill. Look at the record of last Mon- 
day, when a division showed 67 members 
present and voting. Then the absentees 
were sent for, but when they were 
rounded up only 184 could be found, or 34 
short of a quorum, and the house had to 
adjourn. Of the 184 thus shown to be in 
Washington, 117 were somewhere else than 
in the house until they were sent for. Yet 
they complain of their hard work. Some of 
them are working hard, certainly—in this 
case the 67 who were doing their duty while 
all the rest in the city loafed, and when more 
than half the house was not even in the city. 

The skulkers from their duty have been 
treated as martyrs long enough. If each of 
them did the work he is paid for doing and 
did it conscientiously, he still would not bea 
martyr; he would be a mar doing a day’s 
work of from five to elght hours a day, six 
days a week, with a day off dn Sunday.

A representative meeting of the _ sup- 
porters of Hon. J. Randolph Anderson for 
governor’ was held at the campaign head- 
quarters in the Kimball House at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon to perfect state organi- 
zation.

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OVERNOR DEFENDS 
~—FQUALIZATION LAW 


John M. Slaton Makes In- 
teresting Address Before 
People of Bartow County. 
Speaker Well Received. 


Cartersville, Ga., July 13.—(Special.) 
In an address on the tax equalizaiton 
law before the people of Bartow coun- 
ty here today Governor John M. Sla- 
ton showed the fallacy of the charge 
that has been made that the law, is 
aimed primarily at the farmers of the 
state, and that it has no provisions for 
taxing the man with so-called invis- 
ible property. 

“Study the law,” declared the gover- 
nor, “and you will find that its most 
drastic provisions are for the finding 
and taking of this hidden wealth. 
When we prepared that law we knew 
that it would not be hard to locate the 
landed property, so we devoted most of 
our time to those sections pertaining 
to this invisible property. 

“I don’t you to take my word 
for it. Read the law and you will see 
that what I tell -you is true. 

Finds Hidden Wealth. 

“Let me give you an instance that 
Occurred in a south Georgia county 
that will prove to you better than 
anything I could say that this law 
' does not put the sole burden upon the 
man who owns landed property, but 
that it ferrets out as well the hidden 
ewealth that is, as a rule, in the hands 
of the city man.

Governor Slaton opened his address, 
which was delivered in response to an 
invitation from the citizens of Bartow 
county, by citing the necessity for 
immediate action with regard to the 
financial status of the state that he 
found when he assumed the governor- 
ship. He avoided any reference to 
_ at any point in his speech. 

e told his audience, which filled 
every seat in the Bartow county su- 
perior courtroom and lined the walls 
and windows, that he was faced with 
the necessity of paying every expense 
of the state government, with the ex- 
ception of the school and pension 
funds, from one-third of one mill on 
the dollar which was left from the 
five mills after these two funds had 
been set aside. He showed that dur- 
ing the three years preceding, the leg- 
islature had appropriated each year an 
average of over $300,000 more than the 
income of the state. 

“That condition,” declared Governor 
Slaton, “had to be met in one of two 
ways. Either we had to cut down ex- 
penses or we had to increase the in- 
come. Manifestly, it was impossible 
to cut down the expenses of the state 
when they were being met with only 
one-third of one mill and the incidental 
income. And had we attempted to 
cut down the school funds or pension 
all of Georgia would have resented it. 
and justly so. 

Credit to Be Rebuilt.

You may find isolat- 
ed cases of injustice, but it is that way 
with all human laws, ayd you do not 
repeal your criminal laws just because 
injustices are wrought under them at 
times. 

“Study it and you will find in it 
nothing that is not in consonance and 
accord with the best traditions of the 
state, and that it is a step upward and 
forward.”

Thief Shows: Where He Hid 
Valuable Papers Report- 
ed Burned.

$30,000 in stocks and other valuable 
papers which were in the grip belong-

After White's arrest in Atlanta, 
where he had pawned the stolen grip, 
he denied that he knew anything about 
the papers the grip had contained. 
Coming back from Atlanta today De- 
tective Poole prevailed upon White to 
make a clean breast of the whole af- 
fair, and the voung man consented to 
take the detective to the spot where 
he had concealed his loot. 

After stealing the grip White dump- 
ed the contents into a trash can at the 
depot here. Later he thought better 
of it and recovered the papers, took 
them to the baseme: of the barber- 
shop and secreted thein away.

S DEBATED IN SENATE 
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Vote on Constitutional Amend- 
ment Will Be Taken on 
Tuesday Morning. 


After a debate lasting more than an 
hour Monday on the bill of Senator Ol- 


liff, of the fourth district, making the} 


sessions of the legislature biennial in- 
stead of annual, the senate adjourned 
until Tuesday morning without reach- 
ing a vote. 

This bill was reported unfavorable 
last year by the general judiciary com> 
mittee of the senate. The report of the 
committee was disagreed to by the sen- 
ate this year and the bill was up for 
passage last Thursday. “The chair, 
however, was of the opinion that »such 
an act would require a constitutional 
amendment and advised that the bill be 
recommitted for its perfection. The 
measure was committed to the com- 
mittee on constitutional amendinents 
and was reported favorably to the sen- 
ate Monday morning with only one dis- 
senting vote. 

Senator Oliff spoke at length In ad- 
vocacy of his measure, citing its suc- 
cess in other states which employ the 
biennial plan. 

Opposes Measure. 

Senator Irwin said that he 
believe the people at home were de- 
manding any such legislation. “I be- 
lieve the legislators should be paid a

salary of $500 per annum and allowed to 


meet as long and as often as they deem 
necessary. A body as unwieldly as the 
house of representatives can’t get un- 
der action inside of thirty days. There- 
fore I'm inclined to favor abolishing 
the hiouse and letting the senate do all 
the work.” 

The bill, which constitutes a plank in 
the platform of Randolph Anderson for 
sovernor, brought forth a speech from 
him. He said in part, “Only one other 
state legislature meets annually and 
only five others meet as often as the 
legislature of Georgia. On the score 
of political rest, as well as economy, I 
believe our people favor this bill. The 
attention of the legislature should be 
concentrated on real legislation and not 
upon purely local bills. To show that 
this is not done the legislature of 1912 
passed only six general laws while more 
than 1,000 pages of local measures were 
passed. You should have some 
vision for the handling of local legisla- 
tion and you can get it quicker by pass- 
ing this bill than in any other way.” 

Senatogs Huie and Elkins opposed the 
bill. Senator Harrell said that he was 
in favor of biennial sessions but could 
not vote for the bill as it stood. He de- 
clared that there should be no limita- 
tion of fifty days upon the session but 
that the legislature should sit bien- 
nually as long 48 was necessary. 

Will Offer Substitute. 

Tuesday Senator Harrell will intro- 
duce a substitute or amendment to the 
bill which will do away with the fifty- 
day limitation but will leave the rest of 
Senator Olliff’s bill intact. He states 
that it is probable that Senator Olliff 
will join him in his change. His 
amendment will further provide for the 
payment, of salaries to the legislators 
instead of a per diem remuneration. 

“A great many legislators think they 
haven't earned their salary unless they 
introduce a cart-load of legislation,” 
asserted. Senator Allen in defense of the 
bill. “Business should be given some 
consideration and business and busi- 
ness men do not want such a multitude 
of useless laws.”

BALLOON GOODYEAR 


DECLARED WINNER 


St. Louis, Mo., July 13.—The balloon 
“Goodyear,” piloted by R. A. D. Pres- 
ton, of Akron, Ohio, won the national 
elimination race to determine the third 
American entrant in the international 
race for the James Gordon Bennett 
cup, which will start from Kansas City 
in October. 

This wag determined late today when 
a message from E. 8. Cole, pilot of “San 
Francisco 1915,” reported that his bal- 
loon had landed Sunday morning 11 
miles southeast of McLeansboro, III. 
Several balloons had been reported 
Sunday night, but the outcome of the 
race was not determined until “San 
Francisco 1915” was heard from. 

The “Goodyear,” which landed near 
Constance, Ky., made approximaely 300 
miles, nearly twice the distance made 
by its nearest competitor. It also won 
the endurance record, 24 hours 45 min- 
utes. The official distances will be 
computed by the Aero Club of America. 

Besides Preston, the othertwo Amer- 
ican entrants in the international race 
will be R. H. Upson, of Akron, Ohio, 
who won the international race of 1913, 
and by that victory brought the 1914 
international race to the United States, 
and H. FE.

a peon; home rule for municipalities; 
reforms in the general land tax laws; 
reforms in tariffs; providing for free 
trade: reforms of civil and penal laws 
and others. These laws would be en- 
forced until the establishment of con- 
stitutionalist order and later ratified 
or rectified by congress. 

“To accept the proposed provisional 
presidency plan would be impossible. 
First, it would be necessary to secure 
consent of all the generals to chang- 
ing the plan of Guadalupe. This could 
not be done.” | 

Fabela also asserted that a provi- 
sional] president would not be able to 
carry out the desired reforms, as hé 
“would be ferced to act in accordance 
with obligations and rights defined by 
the constitution and could not dictate, 
without being subject to attack. He 
would meet armed opposition if he at- 
tempted to apply laws that are neces- 
sary for the social needs of the Mexi- 
can people.” 

The statement concludes with the 
declaration that justice will be meted 
out to all federal soldiers and that Car- 
ranza is the only man with the knowl- 
edge of conditions and with the ability 
to carry out the constitutionalist plan. 


DEMANDED BY VILLA 


Chihuahua, Mexico, July 13.—Gen-

To accept a provisional president, 
even though installed with the sanc- 
tion of theconstitutionalists, would be 
a compromise that could bring no good 
to Mexico, he asserted, because this 
would be likely to be interpreted as a 
sign of weakness by the old faction 
and merely lay a czoundation for futur: 
troubles, 

The victory of the constitutionalist 
cause must be complete, Villa said, 
which would not be the case in the 
event any part of the Huerta govern- 
ment was incorporated into the next 
administration to be established in 
Mexico.

Judges to Get More Money. 

By a vote of 8 to 4 the general ju- 
diciary committee No. 1 of the house 
voted Monday afternoon to increase 
the salaries of the supreme court 
judges from $4,000 to $5,000 a year. 
The bill, which was introduced by Mr. 
Pickett, of Terrell, will now go to 
the house for a second reading. 

The same committee’ acted favor- 
ably upon a bill which has been in- 
troduced by Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, 
authorizing the governor to sell to 
Atlanta for not less than $5,000 a 
strip of land on the west side of the 
governor's mansion property so as to 
widen Spring street. Mr. Blackburn 
made a very earnest talk for the bill. 
He told the committee that property 
owners had given a frontage on Spring 
street and that the widening of the 


street would greatly enhance’ the 
value of the state’s property. Al- 
though there was a minority report 


on the bill, Mr. Blackburn convinced 


the committee that he was right. 

A bill that had been introduced by 
Mr. Henderson, of Jones, to require 
the supreme court to have one con- 
tinuous session and to render deci- 
sions in all cases within less than four 
months after receiving them, was 
turned down by the committee. 

Kill Many Bills. 

The committee took up a large num- 
ber of small bills, most of which were 
to amend in one way or another the 
laws governing court practice in the 
state. The committee killed a batch 
of such and announced that there were 
still a few left for slaughter. 

The committee acted favorably on 
a bill of a similar character to one 
already in the senate to abolish hang- 
ing and substitute electrocution for 
capital crimes. 

The corporation committee reported 
favorably on a bill to repeal an act 
incorporating the town of Five Forts, 
Madison county. 


These Measures Favored. 


The following bills were reported 
with the recommendation that they do 
pass by the general judiciary commit- 
tee of the senate Monday afternoon: 

By Senator Tarver—To prohibit con- 
tracts of employment providing for 
forfeiture of wages except under cer- 
tain conditions. 

By Senator Miller—To make con- 
struction of sewers included in, and de- 
fined as, extraordinary expenses. 

By Senator Searcy—To authorize the 
jury commissioners to select a clerk 
other than the clerk of the’ superor 
court. 

By Representatives Olive, Garlington 
and Picquet—To allow fee simple ti- 
tle to cities for purposes of flood pro- 
tection. 

By Senator Harrell—To provide that 
in all criminal cases where the jury 
now has right to reduce a felony toa 
misdemeanor by a recommendation that 
such felony be punished as a misde- 
meanor, that said recommendation shall 
be binding upon the trial judge and 
shall be so enforced. 

The vote was 7 to 6 in favor of this 
bill, Chairman McNeil casting the de- 
ciding vote. There will be a minority 
report offered. 


Quartermaster General. 


A vote will be taken this morning 
by the committee on military affairs 
of the senate upon the two bills rela- 
tive to the quartermaster generalship. 
One of these bills, introduced by Sen- 
ator Miller, provides for the abolition 
of the office. The other refers the 
matter to the governor and authorizes 
him to determine the official rank of 
the office. 

On Monday afternoon a hearing was 
held on these Dills. Both Adjutant 
General Nash and Quartermaster Gen- 
eral Obear were present and spoke for 
and against the bills. 

General Nash declared that he was 
not there as a partisan of a private 
controversy, but in his official capac- 
ity. He tavored the abolition of Gen- 
eral Obear’s office on the grounds 
that it could not be kept, if eorgia 
is to conform with the laws of the 
United States regarding state militias. 

(general Obear stated that while he 
had never had a controversy in the 
matter he could not help but feel that 
there was an effort being made to “cut 
his head off.’ He attempted to show 


that the office could be maintained in 


the government's 


compliance with 


laws.

In so declaring in_a letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Lillian W. Wald, of 
the Women’s Temporary Committee, 
Colonel Roosevelt, says: 

“T trust open action will be taken 
by the progressive party to insist upon 
the election of women delegates to the 
convention. Any discussion as to 
whether women are eligible is really 
academic, in view of the fact that 
many women do hold public office in
